New Mexico is investing 51% of CDC’s Best Practices lower estimated recommended funding and 22% of
the upper estimated recommended funding. New Mexico spent $208 per capita on smoking-attributable
direct medical expenditures. In 1998, about 15% ($144,000,000 or $436.51 per recipient) of all Medicaid
expenditures were spent on smoking-related illnesses and diseases.
